MEETING TOPS 
RECORD YEAR

District Manager Fred Schwartz 
of the Southern California Edison 
company, has just returned from Los 
Angeles, where he attended the an¬ 
nual meeting of his company. He 
was accompanied by District Super¬ 
intendent S. A. Cochran and C. B. 
Eaton, Ralph Schafer, W. O. Craw- 
| ford, Z. T. Malaby, P. B. Reagan, C. 
H. Appy, J. T. Huntington and Miss 
Edith Jones. 

“It is our custom to have these 
meetings at the close of each year, 
Mr. Schwartz said. "Our organiza¬ 
tion has become so vast that it is 
impossible for all the executives to 
j Pet together except on these rare 
occasions when the Company’s plans 
and policies are discussed in family 
council.” 

“Some of the interesting figures 
| disclosed at this meeting were that 
the Company now operates over 
1000 automobiles which traveled 
9,000,000 miles in 1923. Enough 
poles were installed to build a line 
from Los Angeles to New York. 
Copper requirements for 1924 are 
8,000,000 pounds. The Company is 
setting meters at the rate of one 
every two and a half minutes of the 
working day.” 

Honorable Harley W. Brundige, 
State Railroad Commissioner, ad¬ 
dressed the meeting complimenting 
the Edison organization on its ef¬ 
ficiency ami stated that good will 
is one of the Company’s greatest as¬ 
sets. “No man can be truly suc¬ 
cessful unless he has so much love 
for his job that, he cannot help do¬ 
ing it, and thes, I believe, is exem¬ 
plified in the Edison organization," 
Mr. Brundige said. 

Mr. Schwartz stated that the Edi¬ 
son company’s budget for 1924 calls 
for an expenditure of $25,000,000.00 
of which it is estimated that $270,-; 
000.00 will be spent in Monrovia

While it was not expected that 
'conclusive results would be obtained 
from the citrus fertilizer test plots 
established two years ago until sev¬ 
eral years more have elapsed, it is 
interesting to note that at the end of 
the second season results are already 
showing up on the test plots located 
on the Azusa Foothill Citrus Fruit 
Association orchard, conducted in co¬ 
operation with the Agricultural Ex¬ 
tension service. The trees in the 
plot* are young Valencias just com¬ 
ing into bearing. On the nitrogen 
plots it is now possible to pick out 
the plot trees in every case as dis¬ 
tinct from the guard rows in between 
and as distinct from the trees pre¬ 
ceding the plot trees in the rows. 
The trees are much darker in color, 
the leaves are larger in size, and the 
trees themselves are larger and ap¬ 
parently carrying more fruit. It is 
believed that as the trees age these 
differences will become much more 
evident.
